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MUSEUM ANNOUNCES SCHEDULE FOR 1996 “SUMMER EVENINGS” 
(FORMERLY KNOWN AS WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS) 

(CLEVELAND, OH) -- The Cleveland Museum of Art presents Summer Evenings 
(formerly known as Wednesday Evening Festivals), an array of free events every 
Wednesday evening in the months of June, July, and August. 

In a relaxed festival atmosphere, visitors can design their own experience by 
selecting, a la carte, from a menu of films, concerts (classical, jazz, and more), lectures, 
gallery tours, and many other offerings from 5:30 until closing time at 9:45 pm each 
Wednesday. Many of the events in this popular three-month series celebrate Cleveland’s 
rich cultural history in conjunction with the museum’s major Bicentennial exhibition. 
Transformations in Cleveland Art, 1796-1946, May 19-July 21. (Additional exhibitions 
and their dates are given below.) Indoor and outdoor dining (weather permitting) feature 
a summer cookout menu provided by the Museum Cafe until 9 pm. 

Highlights of Summer Evenings events include the showing of Cleveland’s ten 
favorite films based on a recent museum poll, along with three rarely shown early films of 
Stanley Kubrick. Saxophonist Howie Smith, who has led hundreds of fans through the 
museum’s contemporary galleries as he played music inspired by the art, this year sets up 
his saxophone and an array of electronic equipment in Gartner Auditorium. Also 
returning is the Cavani String Quartet, which always attracts a crowd to Gartner 
Auditorium. Novelties in this year’s Summer Evenings series include troubadour Robb 
Goldstein, visiting from upstate New York, who explores America’s historic folk music; 
the museum’s first venture into eountry music with HillBilly Idol and line dancing on the 
south steps; and the Cleveland Poets League reading historic poems and new works 
they’ve solieited based on the Cleveland Art exhibition. 

Admission to the museum and to all exhibitions and events is free except for films 
($4 except as noted below). Museum parking is available for a $2.25 flat fee every 
Wednesday after 5 pm. For a free Summer Evenings brochure and recorded
